A MOTH CATCHING PLAN1V 


It Closes Its Jaws and Catches Its Vtottm

A New Zealand oorrespondent tng- 


gests that the ravages of certain larva 
in some countries might be greatly re- 
stricted by the introduction of the Sew 
Zealand moth catching plant, Araugia 
;Uboni 1'liis plant, which i8 aoiitiyo 
of sontheun Africa, vra» introduced to 
Ken Zealand quite accidentally aboot 
Bevon years ago, and eiuse then it has 
buen extensively propagated there on BS- 
coont of its effective service M a killer 
of destructive moths. 
, 


Wherever tba climate is mild the 


plant is an exceedingEy free!grower. It 
twines and climbn with grcrvt Inxnrinnce 
and prodnnes immeDse nnmbergfif white 
or pintish flowers, which have a very 
agreeable scent. These flowers attract 
innumerable) moths. On a gammer even- 
ing a hedge of araagia will be covered 
by a perleot cloud .of moths, Mid in the. 
morning there will not be a single flow- 
or that does not imprison one or two 
and soroetimea as many as four insects 
of various sizes and genera. The action 
of the arangia is pnrely mechanioaL 
The calyx of the flower is rather deep, 
and the receptacle for its sweet juices is 
placed at its base. Attracted by the pow- 
erful scent and the prospect of honey, 
the moth dives down- the calyx and pro- 
trudes its proboscis, to reach the: tempt- 
ing food, but before it can do so tho 
proboscis is nipped between two strong, 
bard, black pinchers, which guard iho 
passage, and onco nipped there is no es- 
cape for the .moth, which is held as in 
a vise by the extreme end of the probos- 
cis and dies miserably. 


The "rationale" of the process'is not 


yet explained. The proboscis is BO very 
Blightlyinsertecl between the pinchers 
(only n minnte fraction of aa inch) that 
it apparently cannot affect the genera- 
tive organs of the plant unless these 
may be the pinchers themselves, whoso 
actual contact may be necessary for re- 
production. . Upon dissection the pinch- 
ers, even in their ordinary position, are 
invariably f ounfl to bo almost in contact, 
the separating interval being apparent 
ander a strong lens. It is therefore hard 
so understand why such a process as the 
destruction of a moth should be neces- 
sary to close this already minute gap. 


But, at all events, the thing is dorro, 


and effectively, and a plant of arangia 
covering a space of ten yards in'lerigth 
will destroy as many hundred moths ev- 
ery night, and consequently prevent the 
ravages of 60 times as many larvte. It 
is, however, a singular fuct that in Ne\y 
Zealand, where the plant has often been 
cultivated for the express purpose of de- 
stroying the detested codling moth, Car- 
pocapsa pomenalla, that wily insect de- 
clines to enter the trap.

SENATE. 


At precisely 12 o'clock Lipntennnt- 


tioverior Sadler, as President of the 
Senate, called that body to order, ad- 
4re«ing the Senators as follows: 


Senators of Nevada-—In accordance 


witb and pursuant to the Constitution 
of Nevada, the hour haa now arrived 
for the commencement of the Seven- 
teenth Session of the Legislature of 
our State. The Senators will therefore 
come to order. 


The people of tbis enterprising State 


*iave kindly called me to preside over 
your deliberations at this time. 
I 


trust that I am duly conscious of the 
.gravity of the responsibilities thus im- 
posed, and of the delicacy of the duties 
to be performed 
It is not improper to 


idmomsh you that you will soot) ob- 
-erre that I bring no experience to,aid 
me la the discharge of my duty beio, 
yet I observe among you many miture 
beads who have long been schooled in 
tbis Chamber, and from my personal 
knowledge of each of you, I not only 
ax pec t, but feel assured, that I shall 
constantly receive that aid and assist- 
ance which my knowledge of your 
kindly and benevolent natures confirms 
that I shall always have. 


I desire to assure each of yon tbat 


notwithstanding my inexperience I 
oring to my aid a fearless and boneat 
determination to discharge the func- 
tions of 0,y office promptly, fairly, im- 
partially and solely for the best inter- 
ests of the State. 


I am gravely impressed with the 


consciousness of the condition of af- 
fairs within our borders; our principal 
industry ntterly crushed, and all 
others langnisbiug in sympathy there- 
with, and the people clamoring for im- 
mediate relief from local troubles and 
i om those iriposed by National legisla- 
tion, and in this connection we must 
ill realize that tbe eyes ot the people 
of this State are row cast upon us 
with tbe most intense anxiety. So fur 
as local remedies are concerned, I feel 
confident that you will conjure them 
up and speedily apply the same. 


In respect to relief from the National 


Government we can only follow in the 
footsteps of our forefathers and ex- 
press our grievances and send forth 
our petitions to the National Legis- 
lature. 


This is the first occasion that Nevada 


can rongratnlate itself upon baring se- 
cured complete control of tbe Execu- 
tive and Legislative departments of 
tbe State through its overwhelming 
Silver party majority, and the people 
expect, and they have a right to ex- 
oect, that relief for which they have so 
long pleaded. 


While I disclaim any particular de- 


sires or intentions respecting the dis- 
charge of my duties, and only wish that 
cordial co-operation of all elements, I 
cannot but express the belief that the 
people will hold the Silver party in the 
Legislature responsible {or the results 
of this "session. 


Belying upon the cordial sympathy 


and assistance of each of you, and re- 
assuring you of 'my reciprocation, I 
now announce tha.t the Senate is pre- 
pared for its usual business. 


A. J. Maestretti was chosen as Tem- 


porary Secretary and Jas. Moore of 
storey was selected as Temporary 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 


The roll of hold-over Senators was 


then c£.lled,also the names of the newly 
elected Senators. 


Senators Comins of White Fine and 


Patchen of Lincoln were, appointed us 
a committee to await on one of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court and 
vite him into tbe Senate to administer 
tbe oath to tbe newly elected Senators. 
Chief Justice Bigelow appeared in the 
Senate Chamber and administered the 
oath of office. 


Tbe Secretary then callad the-fall 


roll of Senators and all answered to 
their names. 
President Sadler an- 


nounced that tbe Senate was now ready 
for business. 
Senator Oignoux watt 


nominated (or President pro tern. Sen 
ator Kaiser of Churchill was also nom- 
inated as President pro tern. 


Tbe roll was called and resulted in 


Mr. Gignoux receiving 11 votes and 
Mr. Kaiser 4, tbe vote being strictly a 
party vote. 


The officers and attaches of the Sen- 


ate chosen by the caucus the evening 
before were then elected by acclima- 
tion. 


Senators Maute and Comins were ap- 


pointed on a committee to wait on one 
of the Justices of tbe Supreme Court 
and invite him to administer tbe oath 
to tbe officers and attaches of the San- 
ate. The committee returned shortly 
with Justice Bonnifleld, who adminis- 
tered the oath. 


A committee was appointed to wait 


on tbe Governor and in formhis Ex* 
cellenoy tbat the Senate was ready for 
tbe transaction of -business. 


A committee was also appointed to 


visit tbe Assembly and inform that 
KfttA0U)lfl> body tfattt tl« 


completed its organization and was 
ready for bos mess. 


At 1:80 a recess was taken for one 


boar. 


Upon the opening of the afternoon 


session tbe committee reported having 
waited upon the Governor and that bin 
Excellency would communicate with 
the Senate at a future time. 


Upon motion ot Mr. Boyle it was 


ordered that a committee of three Sen- 
ators should be appointed to visit the 
clergymen of Carson and invite them 
to Officiate in rotation as Chaplain of 
the Senate.

the names of Lem Allen Of Churchill 
and J. A, Conboie of Storey were plared 
n nomination. 


A ballot was taken resulting in 17 


votes for Mr. Allen (Silver) and 12 for 
Mr. Conboie (Rep.), Dr. Hogan voting 
witb tbe Republicans and Mr. Allen 
declining to vote. 


Mr. Allen assumed tbe Cbair and ad- 


dressed the Assembly in substance as 
'ollows: 


Gentlrmen of the Assembly:—I 
am 


deeply grateful for the honor you have 
conferred upon me and I am fully 
coguizart of the responsibilities which 
I now assume. While we may differ in 
a slight degree politically, we meet here 
as friends, simply differing perhaps in 
:he best methods to secure the best re- 
sults for our now sadly oppressed 
people I realize that without your 
aid and counsel my,, efforts, would be 
in vain, and in view ot this I earnestly 
entreat each of you regardless of party 
:o labor for the people ot tbe State.

Let us in all of our deliber- 
ations be careful and consistent, arid 
work together to accomplish the great- 
est good for tbe greatest number and 
when our duties shall have been con- 
cluded here, and when the hour draws 
near for us to separate, let the same 
friendly spirit that now exists be re- 
tamed. And when we return to our 
constitutenciea we will be welcomed 
with "well done thou good and faithful 
servant."
